„ All progressive people, all humanitarians 
are today vitally. concerned with Spain’s food 
problem. The lives of hundreds of thousands 
of women and children—of all civilians—is 
endangered by hunger. For that reason they 
will welcome Dorothy Thompson’s excellent 
proposal to feed Spain. She points out that 
that dictatorships have “intervened openly 
and candidly”—with bombs, and she casti- 
gates the democratic governments for pre- 
sénting “a sorry spectacle of indecision and 
hypocrisy.”

Jim-Crowism a Turn 


The recent decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in the case of Rep. Ar- 
thur Mitchell, Negro Congressman, was a 
flagrant violation of those basic constitutional 
rights which the LC.C. is sworn to uphold. 

Briefly, the facts were these: A train of 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railway 
down in Arkansas, wantonly violated the citi- 
zenship and passenger rights of Congressman 
Mitchell, an elected representative of the 
people, by forcing him eut of his Pullman 
accommodations into a foul, jim-crow coach 
scarcely fit for human use. It's the sort of 
vicious discrimination against the Negro peo- 
ple that goes on daily, particularly in the 
South. It stems from the ollusion between 
the powerful railroad companies and the re- 
actionary state officials. | 

Rep. Mitchell filed a complaint before the 
IL C. C. urging that this sort of palpably un- 
constitutional practice be ended. 

The LC.C. denied his complaint, thus 
brazenly flying into the face of the 13th, 14th, 
and 15th Amendments. The ruling had the 
effect of upholding the open and unlawful 
discrimination of the railroad company 
against an elected representative of the peo- 
ple—despite the fact that the jim-crow Ar- 
kansas law itself required at least “equal ac- 
commodations” for Negro passengers. The 
decision was so raw that the majority of the 
I. C. C. barely got it through by a 6 to 5 vote.

WARNS DALADIER 


Leon Jouhaux, chief of the CGT, tonight warned Premier Edouard Daladier 
that any attempts to establish a dictatorship in France may bring disaster.
